REFUNDS DELAY AS 
FESTIVAL CRASHES

CUSTOMERS are waiting 
to see whether they will re¬ 
ceive a refund a week after an 
Oswestry music festival was 
cancelled due to a lack of tick¬ 
et sales. 

Fieldbounce Music Festival was set 
to take place on May 5 at Park Hall 
with the likes of Scouting for Girls, 
ODG Fuse, DJ Danny Howard, Bez 
from the Happy Mondays and Dappy 
among the line-up. 

Just last month festival CEO Shawn Melusi 
confirmed that ticket sales had gone over the 
5,000 mark, after more acts were added to the 
line-up including a dance competition and a 
comedy tent. 

Standard tickets for the day cost £25, al¬ 
though VIP packages were also made available 
and organisers were hoping 
to attract 10,000 to the day. 

But a statement posted on 
the festival’s website on last 
week said that due to unfore¬ 
seen circumstances, the festi¬ 
val has been cancelled. 

And festival organiser 
Shawn Melusi shed light on 
the cancellation and said a 
lack of ticket sales and spon¬ 
sorship meant a decision had 
to be made. He insisted he 
was taking legal advice, and more updates would 
be issued surrounding refunds. 

He said: “First of all we would like to thank 
you for your support. As you can imagine we 
have received lots of emails and we will eventu¬ 
ally respond to you all. 

“The reasons for the cancellation of the festi¬ 
val are sadly down to lack of ticket sales and lack 
of sponsorship, which meant we were unable to 
meet our financial deadlines. 

“We are currently taking legal advice on our 
next move. 

“Again apologies for having to cancel the 
event, we will send a further update on refunds 
in due course.” 

Mr Melusi has insisted once organisers know 
more information they would be contacting 
ticket holders. 

Plans for the one-day music festival were 
launched by Mr Melusi in October last year. 

Back then he stated there was a gap in the 
market for a music festival in the area, after the 
former festival Osfest ended. 

The driving force behind the festival was Mr 
Melusi’s charity work, having previously raised 
money for the Kenyan Schools Project and 
founded the Melusi Foundation.

Jobs boost for town 
as supermarket 
confirms new store 

THREE years after original plans col¬ 
lapsed a brand new supermarket is finally 
set to be built on a piece of derelict land 
in Oswestry. 

The Smithfield site, on Shrewsbury 
Road, has sat untouched since 2015, after 
plans for a £45 million Morrisons store 
and leisure complex fell through. 

Now after numerous calls for action to 
be taken on the land, which was acquired 
on a £4 million lease, bosses at Morrisons 
have finally drawn up plans for a new de¬ 
velopment. 

In a letter to Oswestry Town Council¬ 
lors, the supermarket has stated that the 
development will include a new store, 
which will incorporate a garden centre 
inside a glazed entrance. Also included in 
the plans are a new cafe, a hand car wash, 
tyre changing unit and electric car charg¬ 
ing points. 

The development will create around 60 
new full and part time jobs, on top of the 
100 staff already employed in the Station 
Road store in the town. If permission is 
granted for the new supermarket, staff 
from the current town centre store would 
move to the new site on Shrewsbury Road. 

Leaflets are now set to be sent to over 
2,000 homes in the coming days informing 
local residents of the new plans.

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Canal restoration work gets 

a £320,000 funding boost

A 10-year project to restore a 
stretch of the Montgomery Canal 
has been given a £320,000 grant 
funding boost. 

The Canal and River Trust is restor¬ 
ing the waterway from Montgomery¬ 
shire over into Shropshire. 

Funding of £4 million helped start the 
project in 2017. 

And now dredging work has begun on 
the stretch of canal between Berriew and 
Arddleen, near Welshpool, thanks to a 
£320,000 grant from the People’s Postcode 
lottery. Currently the area is unnavigable 
and the work, which will finish at the end 
of this month, will clear the water so boats 
can use the canal. 

Work will include removing vegetation 
such as fallen and dead trees from the 
water and preparing and restoring canal 
banks. 

When the work has been completed, 
plants will be able to flourish in the area, 
and habitats will be created for animals. 

Mark Weatherall, project manager at the 
Canal and River Trust, said the work was 
important for the canal’s future. 

He said: “It is vitally important to keep 
the Montgomery Canal in good health. If 
the water channel becomes choked with 
weeds, the water quality quickly deterio¬ 
rates and becomes stagnant.” 

Mr Wetherall also said the latest works 
taking place benefit animals such as drag¬ 
onflies and water voles. 

The Montgomery Canal runs for 35 miles, 
and 19 miles have already been restored. It 
has been restored in England from Lower 
Frankton to the Gronwen bridge near 
Maesbury, and around 12 miles have been 
restored in the Welshpool area. 

The £4 million worth of funding from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund and the Eu¬ 
ropean Regional Development Fund last 
year was to create new nature reserves on 
parts of the canal in England, and reline 
the canal bed to Crickheath. In Wales work 
will take place to restore 12 historic struc¬ 
tures, dredge parts of the canal, improve 
towpaths, and get the community involved 
with activities on the canal. 


A STUDENT who enjoyed success at this 
year’s Oswestry Youth Music Festival is off 
to the bright lights of the West End after 
beating stiff competition from hundreds of 
other young talented performers to land a 
starring role with the National Youth Mu¬ 
sic Theatre. 

Hattie Candler, a student at Adcote 
School for Girls, at Little Ness, near 
Oswestry, has been awarded the role of Er- 
mengarde, one of the main characters in A 
Little Princess, which will run in the West 


End in August. The achievement comes 
after the 11-year-old won the overall title of 
Young Performer of the Year at this year’s 
Oswestry Youth Music Festival. 

Hattie, who is a member of Shrews¬ 
bury-based musical theatre group Get Your 
Wigle On, said it was the first time she had 
ever taken part in theatre auditions of this 
kind and hadn’t expected to get through to 
the second round, let alone land a part. 

The production will take place at The 
Other Palace Theatre from August 9 to 12. 


“My mum thought I should go to the audi¬ 
tions to learn how hard it was to work in 
theatre. 

“I wasn’t expecting to be called back to 
the London auditions,” said Hattie. 

“I came away feeling I did well but didn’t 
imagine I’d get a part. 

“Then when my mum came into the din¬ 
ing hall a few weeks later to tell me that 
I’d got a part and was playing the role I re¬ 
ally wanted I nearly choked on my food and 
started jumping up and down.”

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500 speed 
offences 
every day 
in Wales 

MORE than 500 drivers were caught 
speeding every day in Wales according 
to new figures. 

Out of 184,880 speeding offences 
recorded in all four police force areas 
of Wales, 13,420 of them happened in 
the Dyfed-Powys Police area in 2017, 
with the highest speed recorded being 
115 miles per hour. 

In 2016, West Mercia Police handed 
out 82,227 tickets, with no figure for 
2017 yet announced. The number has 
increased marginally since 2016 in the 
area, with the busiest camera being 
on the A449 at Cefn Barn, which re¬ 
corded 900 speeding drivers in 2017. 
Across Wales, the new figures repre¬ 
sent an 8.1 per cent rise from 2016 
when 171,000 offences were recorded. 

The highest recorded speed across 
Wales was in Gwent, where a cam¬ 
era recorded a speed of 144 miles 
per hour. A spokesman for speeding 
charity, Brake, said: “The increase in 
speeding offences in Wales indicates 
a deeply concerning trend of unsafe 
driving behaviour. 

“Increased police enforcement is 
welcome, however, we need more ro¬ 
bust penalties in order to deter driv¬ 
ers from breaking the law and putting 
lives at risk on our roads.” 

More than half of all the offences 
took place in 30mph zones, and 
the busiest fixed speed camera in 
Wales,was on the A483 dual carriage¬ 
way at Rossett in Wrexham.

SHROPSHIRE could welcome 
a further 10 refugee families to 
the county, using the support in 
place for the 14 Syrian families 
that have already been settled in 
the area, including in Oswestry. 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet was 
due to decide whether to resettle the 
families during 2018/19 at a meeting 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

Shropshire Council committed to the re¬ 
settling of 15 Syrian families, made up of 
63 individuals, in the county between June 
2016 and March 2017. 

The families have been resettled in four 
different locations throughout the county - 
five in Oswestry, five in Shrewsbury, three 
in Wem and two in Much Wenlock. 

One family from Wem opted to move to 
Birmingham as they had friends and family 
already settled in this area. This reduced 
individuals to 59. However there were two 
births in 2017 with a further two due in 
2018 taking the total individuals back up 
to 63. The emphasis is on immediate settle¬ 
ment into local communities with no “hold¬ 
ing” accommodation. 

Many of the individuals are volunteering 
and The Job Centre has told Shropshire 
Council that some are seeking work, but 
language “continues to be a barrier”. 

Each adult spends about six hours a week 
learning English and the children have set¬ 
tled in well to their schools, according to a 
report due to go to cabinet. 

Shropshire Council received £536,000 in 
funding for the first year of the resettle¬ 
ment scheme, which was able to fully sup¬ 
port the families with no financial impact 
on the local authority. 

The council will also decide whether to 
assist in the Asylum Dispersal Scheme, in 
which case a minimum of 25 individuals 
would be resettled in the county. 

The report concludes that it would be 
difficult for the council to engage in both of 
the schemes and that Shropshire would not 
be able to appropriately meet the needs of 
adult asylum seekers. 


A NEW charity challenge has been 
launched to raise money for Hope 
House Children’s Hospice. 

The cycle challenge will be held 
this summer and takes in the beauty 
of Shropshire while raising money 
for the county’s children’s hos¬ 
pice which is based at Morda near 
Oswestry. 

The North Shropshire Cycle Chal¬ 


lenge on June 10 offers an 85-mile 
sportive, plus a 35-mile fun route 
suitable for all. It is being organ¬ 
ised by the Shropshire Gentleman’s 
Club, which has raised £300,000 for 
Hope House over the past decade 
through annual balls and members 
undertaking challenges such as cy¬ 
cling to Paris. Major gifts manager 
Vanessa Thomas said it will be a 


“fantastic” occasion with refresh¬ 
ment and cheer stations along the 
route at Newport, Wem, Hope 
House in Oswestry, Ellesmere and 
Whitchurch. Standard entry fees 
are £25 for the sportive and £20 for 
the fun ride, but a £5 Early Bird dis¬ 
count is currently available.

Bowls dub 
boosted by 
bequest cash 

A VILLAGE bowling club has been able to 
replace its dilapidated toilets thanks to the 
generosity of a bequest fund. 

Llanymynech Bowling Club was given 
a grant from the Mary Hignett Bequest 
Fund, which is overseen by Oswestry Ro¬ 
tary Club, to upgrade its facilities. 

Club chairman Kevin Jones said: “With¬ 
out the likes of these funds, the club mem¬ 
bers do not have the financial capabilities, 
as with most clubs, to finance such a ven¬ 
ture. Bequests like this can of course be a 
lifeline to any club, to promote and ensure 
its future.” 

The fund was set up for the promotion 
of arts and sports in the Oswestry area 
thanks to the bequest of Mary Hignett, a 
well known Oswestry naturalist and writer. 

Llanymynech Bowling Club has more 
than 50 members ranging in age from 16 
through to late 80s and six teams. 

“The game is suitable for all generations, 
encouraging and allowing sociability for 
those otherwise alone. It also provides good 
regular exercise, even though at this stage 
of the year the games are being played in 
inclement weather,” Mr Jones said. 

An open bowls competition, organised by 
17-year-old member Kieran Jones, is being 
held at the club this month. 


and Cabin Lane, had talks with Shropshire 
Council’s leader last week to press for ur¬ 
gent action. Councillor Clare Aspinall said 
last week’s granting of permission for the 
homes between Shrewsbury Road and east¬ 
ern Oswestry had been expected. 

J Ross Developments, which is behind 
the scheme, was given seven years to build 
the housing, 10 per cent of which must be 
affordable homes. 

But traffic safety was a concern, Council¬ 
lor Aspinall said. 

“There are residents very worried that 
construction vehicles and traffic from the 
development will use the existing road net¬ 
work which is already very busy,” she said. 

“Middleton Road, which is one way onto 
Cabin Lane, is already an official area of 
community concern and is on Shropshire 
Council’s priority list for traffic calming 
measures. 

“We also have automatic traffic count 
equipment going in on Aston Way and 
Prince Charles Way in the coming weeks to 
look at traffic volume and speed. 

“The developers have said the main 
access will be via a new roundabout onto 
Shrewsbury Road. But that road already 
gets clogged up and human nature is such 
that drivers will find alternatives.” 

Councillor Aspinall who met Shropshire 
Council leader Peter Nutting after permis¬ 
sion was granted, said there were also wor¬ 
ries about safety on Cabin Lane, the spine 
road through eastern Oswestry. 

She said: “We are pressing for a cross¬ 
ing on Cabin Lane for children going to 
the Meadows School which will see a big 
increase in numbers when the houses are 
built. 

“Residents have already had pets killed 
on that road. How long will it be before a 
child gets hit? It is an accident waiting to 
happen.” 


AN Assembly Member spent the morning 
with schoolchildren near Oswestry to see 
first-hand how a Welsh Government pro¬ 
gramme is helping them learn. 

Clwyd South AM Ken Skates visited 
Ysgol y Waun in Chirk to hear more about 
the Lead Creative School Scheme, which is 
part-funded by the Arts Council for Wales. 

Gwenfair Hughes, from the ACW, ex¬ 
plained that Ysgol y Waun’s project ex¬ 
plored whether “a multi-arts, multi-sensory 


approach” can boost children’s enthusiasm 
to write and said Years 4 and 5 have been 
busy developing their literacy skills through 
creative approaches. 

Mr Skates said: “The project is about 
helping children learn through the arts and 
aims to promote new ways of working in 
schools. 

“It was fascinating to see the pupils try¬ 
ing new things and they seemed to be thor¬ 
oughly enjoying their work.”

Shropshire County Council plan¬ 
ners gave their blessing for the 
massive development.

Tarrant insists quiz show 
cheat was never a 'victim' 


MARK ANDREWS reports on 
a play that casts doubt on 
the conviction of a man 
for a notorious TV fraud 

TELEVISION star Chris Tarrant 
has told people not to be tak¬ 
en in by a new stage play about 
former Shropshire schoolboy 
Charles Ingram, who was con¬ 
victed of cheating on the quiz 
show Who Wants To Be A Mil¬ 
lionaire. 

The West End play Quiz, by James 
Graham, tells the story of how In¬ 
gram appeared to win the £1 million 
prize on the game show in 2001, be¬ 
fore being disqualified and later con¬ 
victed of fraud. 

The play appears to cast doubt on the 
guilt of Ingram, his wife Diana and fellow 
contestant Tecwen Whittock, who were 
accused of helping him select the right 
answers by coughing. At the end of the 
show, the audience is invited to cast votes 
on whether they believe Ingram cheated 
or not. 

But Tarrant, who was asking the ques¬ 
tions when former Oswestry School pupil 
Ingram was in the hot seat, said he was 
in no doubt whatsoever that Ingram was 
guilty as charged. 

The Ingrams were each handed 18- 
month suspended prison sentences, 
while Whittock was given a 12-month 
suspended sentence after being convicted 
at Southwark Crown Court in 2003. 

Tarrant, who hosted the series from 
1998 to 2014, said while the play made 
for good entertainment, people should 
not be fooled into believing Ingram was

the victim of a miscarriage of justice. 

Writing for a national newspaper, 
the broadcaster said Ingram should not 
be viewed as some sort of modern-day 
Robin Hood. 

He said: “To settle any doubts you 
might have about the character at the 
centre of the play, he was as guilty as 
sin. 

“You need to know this in advance, 
because I’ve seen the show, and the cast 
go all out to portray the central charac¬ 
ter, Major Charles Ingram, and his wife 
Diana as innocent parties.” 

At the time Ingram was a serving 
major in the Royal Engineers, but was 
ordered to resign his commission after 


his conviction. Later that year he was 
convicted of insurance fraud and given 
a conditional discharge. 

Tarrant said he remembered Ingram, 
whose wife and brother-in-law had both 
already appeared on the show, as seem¬ 
ing “nice but dim”. 

Diana had already won £32,000 on 
the show, and Tarrant said he felt sorry 
for Ingram having to follow in his wife’s 
footsteps. 

“There was a lot of pressure on him 
to match his missus, and he didn’t have 
the brains to do it,” he said. 

“My fears for him increased when the 
questions were still easy ones and the 
prize money stood at just £1,000. 


“I asked him: ‘The Normans, who con¬ 
quered England in 1066, spoke which 
language?’. He floundered. Was it Dan¬ 
ish? Perhaps Norwegian? Probably not 
German. Or maybe French? After a lot 
of hesitation, he plumped for French. 
Which, as any schoolboy knows, is the 
right answer. That pattern was repeated 
twice more: total bewilderment followed 
by a lucky guess.” 

He said suspicions grew when a sound 
technician noticed the equipment had 
been affected by intermittent bursts of 
interference, and the studio manager re¬ 
ported a member of the audience causing 
constant disruption, by getting up to use 
his mobile phone. The man turned out to 
be another of Diana Ingram’s brothers. 

Ingram later wrote a novel detailing 
the hardship he and his family suffered 
following the conviction. 

Ham-fisted 

But Tarrant said he felt little sympa¬ 
thy for Ingram. “Some may feel poor old 
Charlie Ingram has paid a high price for 
his ham-fisted attempt to cheat at a quiz 
game,” he said. “But this was a scheme 
to defraud a public company out of £1 
million. Anyone who tried to steal that 
from a bank would be looking at a long 
sentence.” 

Graham said he chose to make the 
play because he was fascinated by the 
concept of truth. 

“We’re in a climate where we are all 
getting very anxious and nervous, and 
it’s hard to maintain an objective sense 
of reality,” he said. “What was the re¬ 
ality of the coughing scandal? I always 
enjoy finding fun ways to explore these 
sorts of themes and I think this episode 
provided me with one. 

“There are still differing opinions 
about what was real and not real about 
the whole thing, and the trial itself 
turned into a great piece of theatre.”

WHO GETS THE DOG WHEN WE SEPARATE? 

Q: I have recently separated from my long term partner, and as you can imagine, there are a lot of issues that now need to be resolved. 
Although it may seem silly, one of the most difficult issues we have discussed to date is who gets to keep Hulk, our French bulldog. I know 
that in the majority of separation cases it is money that people argue over but, for me, keeping Hulk is all I care about. My former partner is 
not however prepared to give Hulk up and she says under no circumstances will she agree to me keeping him. 

A: You will probably be surprised to learn that this situation is not as unusual as you think it is. You are not the first, nor will you be the last to 
consult a solicitor in respect of what happens to your pets upon separation. However, English and Welsh Law determines that pets, including 
dogs, are considered as objects in a separation. The general position as to who takes possession of the object, i.e. in your case Hulk, would 
therefore fall down to proof of ownership. 

In respect of what this may mean for you on a practical basis, it may be worth considering who purchased Hulk, who cares for him, who pays 
for his food and vets bills, who controls him and who is generally considered to be his owner? If Hulk was a gift to you, you would of course 
argue that he does belong to you. 

Understandably this answer is perhaps not in practical terms as straight forward as you had hoped. Moving forward, your best option would 
probably be to make an appointment to meet with a specialist solicitor to discuss your options.

Speed dials in cars can be wrong 


EVERY motorist should stick to the speed 
limit. 

But as the law allows a speedometer to 
be up to 10 per cent out it means a motorist 
could think he is driving at 30mph and his 
vehicle not in contravention of the law. 

He could actually be driving at 33mph 
because his speedo is showing 10 per cent 
under the actual speed. It would be entirely 
unfair and unjust if the motorist was sub¬ 
ject to some penalty in this circumstance. 


Not only that, but I believe if the mo¬ 
torist took the matter (a ticket) to court 
it would be declared there was a clash be¬ 
tween the two pieces of legislation and the 
case thrown out. There are countless mo¬ 
torists who speed well over 10 per cent of 
the speed limit. When I am doing 30mph 
on a 30mph limit road, and there is room 
to overtake me, many motorists come past 
doing at least 40mph or faster. I mention 
the example of Woore, a 30mph limit area 


where motorists speed through at up to 
80mph. The police need to target these 
speeders - who will be habitual speed¬ 
ers - rather than those doing 33mph in a 
30mph area. Persecuting (note the use of 
this word) motorists for doing two-three 
mph over the limit will create bad will for 
the police and show they are not using their 
resources in the best way.

20mph limit 
is beneficial 
but idea was 
voted down 

I ATTENDED the meeting of Shropshire 
Council’s Scrutiny Committee chaired by 
Councillor Butler in order to hear wheth¬ 
er the council would progress, in line with 
recommendations from the World Health 
Organisation, 20mph zones in Shropshire. 

The councillors were informed that a 
general 20mph speed limit on residential 
streets (there would be exceptions) was 
now in place in 50 council areas in England 
and is giving 15 million residents a huge 
improvement in safety and security and 
quality of life. 

They were told documented evidence 
showed the implementation of 20mph led 
to over 20 per cent reductions in collisions 
and it saved taxpayers’ money because 
there was no longer a need for traffic calm¬ 
ing measures, such as humps and bumps, 
with the added benefit that traffic moved 
more smoothly as a result. 

It also means significantly reduced costs 
for our NHS because walking and cycling 
become more attractive in a less car-domi¬ 
nated environment thus reducing air pollu¬ 
tion as well as checking illnesses which can 
stem from or be aggravated by inactivity, 
such as dementia, type 2 diabetes, obesity, 
heart disease, depression and some cancers. 
Not one councillor disagreed with the long 
list of benefits associated with 20mph and 
yet when a proposal was made to progress 
this policy further towards implementation 
all the Conservative councillors voted that 
down. This action by Conservative council¬ 
lors means that, for the foreseeable future, 
Shropshire’s communities are stuck with a 
much higher risk of death and serious in¬ 
jury on Shropshire’s roads, and a reduced 
quality of life in our residential areas.

Surveyed hospital 
staff are happier 

STAFF survey results have improved 
at the trust running Shropshire’s two 
main hospitals in the past five years. 

Members of staff from Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS Trust 
(SaTH), which runs Telford’s Princess 
Royal Hospital and Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital, took part in the NHS na¬ 
tional staff survey. 

A total of 57 per cent of staff in 2017 
said they often or always looked for¬ 
ward to going to work - a rise of 12 per 
cent from 2012. 

Last year, two thirds of the staff 
said the care of patients was SaTH’s 
top priority, compared to just over 
half in 2012. 

There was also a 10 per cent in¬ 
crease in the number of staff recom¬ 
mending the organisation as a place 
of work.

Viewers of 
child porn to 
be targeted 
by new team 

POLICE in Wales are warning peo¬ 
ple viewing sexually explicit images 
of children that the next knock at 
their door could be officers from a 
new team set up to keep children safe 
from harm. 

Operation Net Safe has been 
launched across Wales, with South 
Wales Police, Gwent Police, Dyfed 
Powys Police and North Wales Po¬ 
lice taking part, with the aim of safe¬ 
guarding children by detecting abuse 
and prosecuting offenders for the pos¬ 
session and distribution of indecent 
images of children online. 

The approach brings together po¬ 
lice officers and highly skilled digital 
forensics staff. Each week the spe¬ 
cialist, dedicated teams use the latest 
digital investigative techniques to 
identify where in Wales illegal images 
are being viewed, before using the in¬ 
telligence to apply to a magistrate for 
a search warrant to allow the police 
and digital forensic experts to raid a 
home, seize evidence and arrest those 
involved. As part of the operation, 
police are working closely with child 
protection charity, the Lucy Faith- 
full Foundation, whose Stop it Now! 
Campaign directs offenders, potential 
offenders, and their concerned loved 
ones to a confidential and anonymous 
helpline, and self-help resources to en¬ 
able them to proactively address their 
behaviour. The message from each of 
the four police forces in Wales to on¬ 
line offenders and potential offenders 
is simple - seek the help available to 
you or you will be caught and brought 
to justice. 

Alun Michael, Police and Crime 
Commissioner for South Wales, said: 
“Operation Net Safe addresses our 
top priority to protect the most vul¬ 
nerable in our communities.” 























































Police force 
celebrates 
a landmark 
anniversary 

THE police force which serves the 
Welshpool area has marked its 50th 
anniversary. 

On April 1, 1968, Carmarthenshire 
and Cardiganshire Constabulary, 
the Mid Wales Constabulary and the 
Pembrokeshire Police came together 
to form Dyfed-Powys Constabulary, 
making it the largest police force geo¬ 
graphically in England and Wales. 

The name changed to Dyfed-Powys 
Police in 1974. 

Over the next year a number of 
events are planned to mark the spe¬ 
cial anniversary. 

Officers and staff, serving and re¬ 
tired, will have the opportunity to 
came together to share their memo¬ 
ries and experiences about life in the 
force over the decades. 

Over the last 50 years the force has 
seen a lot of changes including the 
uniform worn, the locations of police 
stations, the improvements in tech¬ 
nology and the make-up of the police 
family. 

Chief Constable Mark Collins said: 
“Over the past 50 years, we have seen 
the landscape of policing change in 
order to improve the service we pro¬ 
vide to our diverse communities. 

“However, while much has changed, 
the determination and commitment of 
officers and staff to keeping our com¬ 
munities safe has always remained 
the same.

Volunteers are needed

A HISTORY centre at a Victorian 
Workhouse building is appealing 
for volunteers to help visitors get 
more from the project. 

Members of the Dolydd History 
Group at Llanfyllin’s Workhouse say 
more than 2,000 individual visitors 
are estimated to have been to the cen¬ 
tre since it opened in 2016 with a fur¬ 
ther 1,500 in group and school visits. 

The history centre, which opened thanks 
to a £38,000 Heritage Lottery Fund, now 
hopes more volunteers will help, especially 
by giving up an hour or two of time, par¬ 
ticularly at weekends, to help visitors. 

Trustee John Hainsworth said: “Some 
visitors were surprised to find the history 
centre unmanned, even at holiday times. 
In fact the centre and the self-guided tour 
have been designed so that people can look 
round on their own, and signage has been 
improved to make this clearer. But the 
group would really like to have more vol¬ 
unteers this year to welcome visitors and 
answer their questions.” 

He said the centre wanted to expand its 
work with schools and was looking for vol¬ 
unteers with basic sewing skills to help cre¬ 
ate simple pinafores, waistcoats and caps. 

He said: “Ideally the centre needs its own 
education officer - are there any retired 
teachers out there?” 

The centre is also planning a Family His¬ 
tory Day on June 9.

Housing bid 
turned down 

A SCHEME to build three homes has 
been rejected by councillors, despite 
being recommended for approval. 

NL & KM Griffiths of Tanyfron, 
Llanfair Caereinion, had applied to 
Powys County Council to build three 
homes and a sewage treatment plant 
on land sound of Broncafnent Lane. 

The application was called in be¬ 
cause it is outside the development 
boundary. Llanfair Caereinion Com¬ 
munity Council supported the ap¬ 
plication when the authority met in 
November and planners had recom¬ 
mended it for approval. 

However at a recent planning meet¬ 
ing, it was refused by councillors. 

Broadcaster to 
lose funding 

WELSH language broadcaster S4C 
will lose its UK government funding 
by 2022. 

A review, led by Euryn Ogwen 
Williams, has presented a package of 
reforms for the channel, which films 
a host of its shows in Mid Wales, to 
deliver change to make it a better or¬ 
ganisation. 

As part of the recommendations in 
the review, the Welsh Government 
has pledged to continue funding of 
£6.672 million for a further two years, 
to give S4C the certainty to deliver the 
reforms. 

However after that, the channel 
will be funded entirely by a licence fee 
from 2022. 

The review found the government 
should update S4C’s public service 
remit to include digital and online 
services. 


Vulnerable veterans 
will get extra support

SERVING armed forces person¬ 
nel and veterans in custody in 
Dyfed-Powys are to receive sup¬ 
port from a new initiative. 

Dyfed-Powys Police, through the 
Armed Forces Community Covenants, 
has been working with a new veterans 
charity to support potentially vulnera¬ 
ble people and divert individuals from 
a life of crime. 

The Veterans Gateway is an organisa¬ 
tion that offers 24-hour support and ad¬ 
vice to service personnel by signposting 
them to the most appropriate agencies 
specific to their circumstances. In 2017, 
about seven per cent of the people arrested 
in Dyfed-Powys Police area said they had 
previously served in the armed forces, 
prompting police to work with the Armed 
Forces Community Covenants to identify 
suitable support. 

Chief Inspector Paul Jones, head of 
custody, said far too often people found 
themselves in police custody where early 
interventions could have prevented police 
involvement. The reasons for them being in 
custody were often linked to other underly¬ 
ing problems he said. 

He said: “Having previously served in the 
Royal Navy, I understand the difficulties of 
resettling into civilian life. 

“A number of armed forces veterans who 
find themselves arrested are actually vul¬ 
nerable members of our communities who 
are struggling to cope with that adaption.” 


AM speaks of growing dental crisis

MONTGOMERYSHIRE Assem¬ 
bly Member, Russell George, has 
sponsored an event hosted by 
the British Dental Association 
to mark World Oral Health Day. 

Meeting at the Senedd in 
Cardiff Bay, the event sought 
to raise awareness of the impor¬ 
tance of good oral health. 

Mr George also took the op¬ 
portunity of highlighting the 
current crisis in both the re¬ 
cruitment and retention of den¬ 
tal practitioners in Mid Wales 
and the lack of access for new 
patients. 

Speaking after the event, Mr 
George said: “This is a growing 
problem for many people in Mid 
Wales with only 20 per cent of 
dental practices taking on new 
NHS patients and some areas 
also see long orthodontic wait¬ 
ing lists of upwards of 4 years. 
This is compounded by a recruit¬ 
ment and retention crisis here in 
Mid Wales with practice owners 
having to offer larger salaries to 
attract associates to rural areas 
and dentists having to register 
twice to practice in both Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

“This is not sustainable in the 
long term.” 


Advice is 
offered on 
how to make 
the right call 

DYFED-POWYS Police has issued 
guidance to people in the region on 
how to make the right call when con¬ 
tacting the police. 

The force has launched its Make the 
Right Call campaign, to make it eas¬ 
ier for members of the public to know 
when and how to contact the police, 
and who to contact when reporting 
matters that are not for police, such 
as stray dogs, fly-tipping and parking 
problems. 

The campaign also aims to make 
sure all members of the public 
are aware of the 101 non-emer¬ 
gency number and how to use it 
correctly. To help people decide if they 
need to call 101 or another organisa¬ 
tion, such as the council or Natural 
Resources Wales, a new ‘Contact Us’ 
section, has been added to the Dy¬ 
fed-Powys Police website. 

It holds icons which, once clicked 
on, give information on who best to 
contact about that issue, as well as 
contact numbers, online reporting 
forms and links to partner websites 
or information pages. 

It’s hoped the move will not only 
improve the service people receive 
when they call 101 but also ease the 
pressure on the Force Communica¬ 
tion Centre, where all emergency and 
non-emergency calls are taken. 

Chief Inspector Nicky Carter, force 
communication centre manager, said: 
“While we encourage the reporting 
of crime and anti-social behaviour in 
order to help us keep our communi¬ 
ties safe, we frequently receive a high 
number of calls that are simply not a 
police matter.”

Council to clear 
piles of rubbish 


A MAJOR road will be hit 
with a series of lane closures 
as workers attempt to clear 
a build up of rubbish on the 
verge.

Fee changes 
at popular 
car park 

WALKERS arriving at a popular Snow¬ 
donia car park have been shocked to find 
some parking fees have doubled. 

The Pen-y-Pass car park used to have a 
£5 rate for those staying up to four hours, 
and £10 for the entire day. 

But the Snowdonia National Park Au¬ 
thority has scrapped the £5 charge with 
motorists now having to pay the £10 for 
however long they stay. 

The car park is at the start of two of the 
most popular walking routes to the sum¬ 
mit of Snowdon - the Miner’s and the Pyg 
Tracks. One of the best used car parks, it 
has spaces for 80 vehicles and is often full 
by 8am, particularly at weekends. 

As well as getting rid of the £5 charge, 
the park authority has also brought in a 
£10 overnight charge. Previously it had 
been free to park overnight. 

It means those staying at the nearby 
hostel or camping in the vicinity are now 
faced with an extra cost. Alternatives in¬ 
clude a £5 charge for using roadside park¬ 
ing places about a mile further down the 
pass and walking, or the £5 Nant Peris 
car park and then using the Snowdon 
Sherpa bus. The tariff at all other car 
parks for stays of up to four hours is £3, 
with a daily rate until midnight of £6. 

Emyr Williams, chief executive of the 
national park authority said the money 
raised from parking is used to keep the 
footpaths in working order. 

The National Park’s budget from the 
Welsh government has been cut by an 
equivalent of five per cent a year for two 
years. 

Charity gets 
top award for 
healthcare 

PATIENTS living with Motor Neurone 
Disease are getting “exceptional dedica¬ 
tion to care and support” from a Shrop¬ 
shire charity, a national association has 
said. 

Severn Hospice and MND specialist 
therapist, Lisa Sievwright, have received 
Extra Mile awards from the Motor Neu¬ 
rone Disease Association in recognition 
of their approach to care and support of 
those living with the condition. 

Motor Neurone Disease is one of the 
most common reasons for patients with a 
non-cancer diagnosis to be referred to the 
charity for specialist support each year. 

Paul Cronin, chief executive at Severn 
Hospice, said: “We are extremely proud 
of Dr Claire Stockdale and her team in 
receiving this prestigious award which 
reflects their dedication; their compas¬ 
sion and the excellent clinical care they 
provide.” 

Dr Stockdale, a consultant in pallia¬ 
tive medicine and MND lead at Severn 
Hospice, said: “None of us work for re¬ 
wards or acknowledgement like this but 
it is very satisfying to know that what we 
take for granted is appreciated and makes 
a difference.” 

Campaign asks to 
think about bikes 

A CAMPAIGN has been launched to help 
reduce the number of injuries and deaths 
on roads across the region. 

Think Bike is aimed at motorcyclists 
and other road users and has been 
launched by Warwickshire Police and 
West Mercia Police Safer Roads Part¬ 
nership. Over the past three years in 
the Warwickshire and West Mercia force 
areas, 46 people were killed and 557 seri¬ 
ously injured following collisions involv¬ 
ing motorcycles. 

The campaign is targeting both motor¬ 
cyclists and car drivers with the aim of 
increasing general awareness. Roadside 
posters are being put on key routes in the 
region where collisions have occurred, 
and as part of the campaign, the part¬ 
nership is targeting bikers who haven’t 
ridden during the winter months and is 
encouraging them to make a few simple 
safety checks on their bike.

RHODERICK Swire has spoken of 
his pride at being Shropshire’s new 
high sheriff. 

With wife Georgina, he has moved into 
one of the oldest secular and leading roles 
in the county. 

The installation of a Sheriff in Nomination 
is a significant and moving ceremony and 
Shropshire has been blessed down the years to 
have been served by some fine people who have 
truly made a difference. 

Principal formal duties of high sheriffs today 
include attendance at royal visits in the county 
and support for Her Majesty’s high court 
judges when on circuit. 

These days the sheriffs play an increasingly 
active and supportive role within their coun¬ 
ties in relation to the police and emergency 
services and in lending encouragement to pub¬ 
lic sector agencies like probation and prison 
services and to voluntary sector organisations 
involved in crime reduction and social cohe¬ 
sion. 

They may also offer encouragement to those 
supporting the voluntary sector and folk in 
need. 

Honour 

He says: “I am very much looking forward 
to the year and meeting as many people and 
organisations as possible. It is a great honour.” 

The busy couple live in the middle of historic 
Ludlow and can also boast the most wonderful 
gardens which are sometimes open to the pub¬ 
lic - on July 29 this year, they will be open in 
aid of the Red Cross. 

Their much-loved old dogs, Reggie who is 
11 and Tilly, aged 13, feature big time in their 
lives. And they also have three children and 
seven grandchildren aged between one-and-a 
half and nine - son Hugh and his family live in 
London while Hattie and Milly with their hus¬ 
bands and children, live in Shropshire and all 
are well committed to supporting county life. 

Since both Rhoddy and Georgina have pre¬ 
vious high sheriffs in their families, they do 
indeed follow a proud tradition. 

Rhoddy explained how he want to do 
everything he could to support and promote 
his home county. 

He recalled: “I started out as a chartered 
accountant because I couldn’t think what I 
wanted to do when I finished my degree at Bir¬ 
mingham University. 

“I passed all my exams and then went out 
to Hong Kong where I worked for a bit for 


accountants Peat Marwick before joining the 
Swire group.” 

While an executive in the group, as well as 
Hong Kong, he also worked in Sydney and 
London. During those early years, he met 
Georgina and the couple were eventually mar¬ 
ried back home in Much Wenlock. 

Hugh was born overseas and they came back 
to England where the family continued to grow 
with their two daughters.

Having a valid MOT is crucial for a car to 
remain legal on UK roads - but recent research 
suggests millions of drivers forget to renew on 
time, leaving them at risk of hefty fines. 

The survey, commissioned by AA Cars, 
quizzed 21,000 people on their MOT habits 
and found that, when extrapolated to reflect 
the whole population, the data could mean 
as many as two million Brits have been late 
renewing their MOT by a week - with half 
forgetting for up to a month. 

The MOT test is no cakewalk - over a third 
of cars fail their first MOT test, with dangerous 
faults sadly common. 

The AA’s data shows most drivers with a fault 
classed as ‘serious’ on their cars were unaware 
of it before the test, which means the motorists 
who forget to renew their certificates could be 
driving cars with undiagnosed serious faults. 


Driving a vehicle without a valid MOT puts 
a driver at risk of a £100 fixed penalty notice, 
which could rise to £1,000 if the fine goes to 
court. 

But even having a valid MOT certificate won’t 
protect you from driving a shed, as being in 
control of a vehicle with a dangerous fault could 
land you a fine of up to £2,500, three points 


on your licence, and a potential driving ban, 
depending on the seriousness of the incident. 

Simon Benson, director of motoring services 
at AA Cars, said: “For drivers across the 
country, MOT tests should be part and parcel of 
car ownership - or so we’d have thought. 

Despite the MOT test being an annual 
statutory obligation for cars over the age of 


three, it’s the sort of thing that can easily slip 
through the cracks. 

“It is crucial that drivers book their test in 
advance - they are not just a routine checkup, 
but a legal imperative to make sure your car is 
still fit to be on the road. 

You can get the MOT up to a month early and 
still keep the same renewal date - so there’s 


nothing to gain by leaving it to the last minute. 
Either set your own reminder or sign up to the 
government’s MOT reminder service - you just 
need your vehicle registration number, email 
address and mobile number at the ready. 

“It is worth noting that your MOT is a snapshot 
of time and regular servicing is vital to keep 
your car in a safe condition all year round.”

New friends group aims 
to save historic old church 



A new friends group is being launched to try to save St Myllin’s Church in Llanfyllin

THE number of churches and 
chapels around England and 
Wales are dropping, as funds get 
smaller and congregations de¬ 
crease. 

In the last decade in Wales, more 
than 10 churches have closed per 
year, and figures in 2016 showed the 
amount of worshippers in the Church 
of England had dropped by 100,000 in 
10 years. 

One famous church in Powys is now 
under threat, but locals are determined it 
won’t be part of any new closure figures. 

St Myllin’s Church in Llanfyllin dates 
back to the ‘Age of the Saints’ in the sev¬ 
enth century. 

Two years ago, members of the church 
were given a wake-up call when they real¬ 
ised funds were running out. 

Now the pot is empty, and a group of lo¬ 
cals have rallied together to launch Friends 
of St Myllin’s Church, in a bid to raise vital 
funds. 

Simon Baynes, 57, who plays the organ, 
said: “If this closes, it will be devastating. 
People may not use it all the time, but it is 
used for weddings and funerals, other activ¬ 
ities take place. 

“We want to do something before it is too 
late, and bring it to people’s attention.

Protest held 


about care 
shortages 

PARENTS protesting over the state of 
young people’s mental health services in 
Shropshire, declared: “Our children de¬ 
serve so much more.” 

About 50 protesters campaigned out¬ 
side the base of Shropshire’s children 
and adolescent mental health service in 
Shrewsbury. 

It followed claims the service had too 
few psychiatrists to adequately cover all 
of the Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin 
boroughs. 

Jigsaw Family Group, which works 
with hundreds of youngsters diagnosed 
with autism and attention deficit hy¬ 
peractivity disorder, said it organised 
the protest at Coral House in Harlescott 
Lane after two psychiatrists left the al¬ 
ready-stretched service. 

Amanda Godfrey, of South Stafford¬ 
shire and Shropshire Healthcare NHS 
Foundation Trust (SSSFT) which runs 
the children’s and adolescent mental 
health service, said the trust was actively 
recruiting more psychiatrists and was 
using locum staff in the meantime. 

She said: “There is a national shortage 
of child psychiatrists and the service also 
uses a number of locum psychiatrists. 

“These are psychiatrists with the same 
qualifications as those that SSSFT em¬ 
ploy directly but are instead employed 
through an agency. 

“We are working with a number of 
agencies at the moment to find suitably 
qualified staff to work with the team but 
this can be a lengthy process and can take 
some time.” 

HIV charity 
pulls out of 
Shropshire 

A CHARITY that supports patients with 
HIV and sexual health advice has pulled 
out of Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin 
due to funding cuts. 

The Terrence Higgins Trust confirmed 
that it is was no longer operating in the 
region after closing its doors on March 31 
after 12 years working with residents. 

But the South Staffordshire and Shrop¬ 
shire Healthcare NHS Foundation Trust 
has insisted that it will continue to main¬ 
tain services across the county. 

Spokesman for the charity that aims 
to see HIV eradicated, Matt Horwood, 
said: “We’re no longer going to be run¬ 
ning services in Shropshire as the trust is 
planning to bring their services in-house 
to make them more flexible.” 

The trust previously ran drop-in facil¬ 
ities at sites in Telford and Shrewsbury. 

South Staffordshire and Shropshire 
Healthcare NHS Foundation Trust 
spokesman Paul Kumar said : “The foun¬ 
dation trust continues to provide safe 
and appropriate sexual health and HIV 
services to the population of Shropshire, 
Telford and Wrekin, as commissioned 
by Shropshire and Telford Councils and 
NHS England.” 

Solar farm may 
stay for longer 

A CONTROVERSIAL solar farm near 
Oswestry could remain on fields for 30 
years. 

The Ebnal Lodge Solar farm at Rho- 
sygadfa, Gobowen, opened in March 2017 
with Shropshire Council granting permis¬ 
sion for it to be sited there for up to 25 
years. 

Now a planning application has to for¬ 
ward to the unitary authority for that 
permission to be extended for a further 
five years. 

A report as part of the application said 
that when the first planning applications 
for large-scale solar farms were submit¬ 
ted in 2010 it was common for them to 
last for 25 years in order to match the 
Feed-in Tariff subsidy period, as well as 
the standard warranty period. But the re¬ 
port says that having an extra five years 
would help to make the solar farm finan¬ 
cially viable.

Fire authority boss vows to battle move by 
police chief to take over running of service 


A TOWN council will delay its launch of a 
campaign to get a new hospital dedicated 
to Mid Wales after it was announced that 
Shropshire will get a health service shake- 
up. 

Welshpool Town Council wants to bid for 
the area to get its own urgent care facil¬ 
ity to prevent patients travelling long dis¬ 
tances for treatment. 

Residents needing emergency care cur¬ 
rently go to the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital (RSH), while some patients in south 
Montgomeryshire go to Bronglais Hospital 
in Aberystwyth. But last week Health Sec¬ 
retary Jeremy Hunt announced that up to 
£312 million will be spent on the Shrop¬ 
shire Future Fit programme. Options for 
the scheme include a single emergency unit 
at RSH and planned services at Telford’s 
Princess Royal Hospital 

As a result the town council has deferred 
plans to write to all town and community 
councillors in the area to gauge the pub¬ 
lic’s views on the idea of a hospital for Mid 
Wales. Councillor Richard Church told a 
full council meeting last week: “It costs 
about £760 million for a hospital of that 
calibre.” 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said: “I 
suggest that we wait until after the Future 
Fit survey is completed before doing our 
own consultation on this matter.

WHEN Matt Jones sold programmes at 
the Llangollen Eisteddfod as a schoolboy 
volunteer he never dreamt that he would 
one day be sponsoring one of the festival’s 
modern success stories. 

He is now the managing director of the 
Knight’s Construction Group which has 
been named main sponsor of this year’s 
Llanfest. The company owns and is devel¬ 
oping number of sites in and around Lla¬ 
ngollen including Grade II listed building 
Dinbren Hall and Tyn Dwr Hall, which was 
completed and launched as a luxury wed¬ 
ding venue in 2016. It was also appointed 
as principal contractor on the scheme to 
design and build a 2,855 square metre bi¬ 
omass facility for Tudor Griffiths Group.

College opens 
up forest school 

NORTH Shropshire College is set to pro¬ 
vide a unique opportunity for young ex¬ 
plorers and their parents in the form of the 
new Walford Wood Forest School. 

The school will offer children and their 
parents a wealth of activities from play¬ 
ing in the mud kitchen and digging for di¬ 
nosaurs, to making exciting crafts in the 
surrounding woodland areas, all under the 
supervision of highly qualified practition¬ 
ers. Parents will also be able to book a two- 
hour weekly session for six weeks at £45 
or will be able to opt for a pay as you go 
tariff of £8 per session. The Forest School 
was opened officially at the college’s popu¬ 
lar Spring Lambing event and has already 
proven to be a hit with parents and chil¬ 
dren alike. 

April Harding, childcare tutor at the

THE chairman of Shropshire’s fire authori¬ 
ty has said he will keep fighting plans for the 
county’s police and crime commissioner to take 
over running the service. 

Councillor Eric Carter said he was “ex¬ 
tremely annoyed” by the decision by the Home 
Office to back John Campion’s plans. 

He said that he and his colleagues would be 
considering a judicial review into the decision. 
The Government backing means Mr Campion 
could take over running of fire service within 
the next few months. But Councillor Carter 
said he will fight the decision. 

“Is this about saving money or saving lives? 
That is important to me,” he said. 

“This decision is not something I’m surprised 
about, but I’m extremely annoyed about it. We

will not just be sitting around and accepting it. 
We will not just be saying get on with it.” 

Councillor Carter said he would be working 
with colleagues in Staffordshire and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire - where similar plans are going 
ahead - to come up with a solution. 

“I gave a presentation a couple of weeks ago 
at the Fire Conference in Gateshead, and I did 
explain at the time there were three authorities 
that were being taken forward,” he said. 

“We submitted our opposition to the business 
case put forward and people across the political 
spectrum said that if this went ahead, we’d be 
getting together to take the next steps. We’ll 


be talking with colleagues in Staffordshire and 
Cambridgeshire to see what they want to do. 

“Staffordshire has already said it would hold 
a judicial review. This is something we have 
said before, but we will discuss it now both 
with the Local Government Association and 
the other fire authorities involved. We will be 
making decisions quite soon.” 

Councillor Carter said there was no local ac¬ 
countability in the plans. 

“There’s no local representation,” he said. 
“It will all be down to one person in an office 
in Worcester. 

“He has no mandate to do this. When he 
stood for election he stood as police and crime 
commissioner, nothing to do with fire. Up until 
he stands again and is voted in, he has no man¬ 


date.” Others have come out in support of the 
decision. 

Anthony Bangham, chief constable for West 
Mercia Police, said: “We already work very 
closely with our emergency service colleagues 
in fire and rescue and this news further en¬ 
hances our opportunity to develop this working 
relationship. 

“This announcement enables us to provide 
an even more efficient and effective response 
to better protect communities across West 
Mercia. I welcome our new joint-working ar¬ 
rangements.” Minister for Policing and the Fire 
Service Nick Hurd said: “It is great to see police 
and crime commissioners identifying opportu¬ 
nities to drive greater collaboration between 
police and fire - there is a real opportunity.” 


Holiday log cabin proposal 
sparks

AROUND 80 people have object- 
ed to plans to build two holiday log 
cabins in ancient woodlands. 

An application has been submitted to 
Powys County Council by Peter Bartley 
and Sophia Perkins, to build the cabins 
in Llidiart Wood, Moelgarth, near Welsh¬ 
pool. 

The application was validated in October, 
and since then a raft of objections have been 
submitted to the local authority. 

Residents and tourists to the area have cited 
a number of reasons they want the application 
to be rejected. 

Jonathan Weldon, of Kent, said he travels 
260 miles to Powys with his family, and has 
urged planners to reject the application, which 
he believes will harm the “undisturbed ancient 
forest”. 

He said: “As a life long visitor to this area of 
Powys, although not as much as I would like, I 
come to Powys for the undisturbed and settled 
nature of the countryside. An application of 
this nature downgrades this very pristine area 
within the environment.” 

Access 

Other people have raised concerns over is¬ 
sues with access to the development, the size 
of the cabins, waste management and the harm 
caused to the soil. 

Montgomeryshire Wildlife Trust has also 
thrown weight behind the objections, stating 
the council’s unitary development plan says 
proposals should not result in significant dam¬ 
age to ancient and semi-natural woodlands. 

A letter from conservation officer Tammy 
Stretton says: “Llidiart Wood is an ancient 
woodland, supporting a range of priority spe¬ 
cies, a site supporting high biodiversity. 

“Should the application be given approval, it 
would be contrary to the Powys UDP Policy. 

Montgomeryshire Wildlife Trust therefore ob¬ 
jects to this proposal.” 

Despite the raft of public objections, Guils- 
field Community Council has supported the 
application. 

In a meeting in October, councillors stated 
they would support the application on the basis 
of it being environmentally friendly and having 
no detrimental impact on the surrounding envi¬ 
ronment. The council also stated improvements 
need to be made on Laundry Lane to access the 
site. The application is due to go before a plan¬ 
ning committee but a date is yet to be set.

More funding is being put into the 
development of neighbourhood plans in 
England which will give local people a say in 
the development of their area, including where 
homes, schools and businesses should be 
built. 

A £23 million fund will give communities 
free access to expert advice and guidance 
so that they can have a fruitful say in housing, 
construction as well as a view on what buildings 
should look like and what infrastructure is needed 
to support them. 

Housing Minister Dominic Raab said that 
community groups will be able to access a range 
of free help including financial support and latest 
planning expertise from trained professionals, to 
guide them through the process of preparing a 
neighbourhood plan. 

“Neighbourhood plans are a powerful tool to 
help communities shape their local area, making 
sure the right homes are built in the right places. 

“It’s vital that communities have the right 
support and advice available to help deliver a 
plan that meets their own ambitious aspirations,” 
he explained. 

Over 2,300 communities across England have 
started the process of neighbourhood planning, 
with 530 plans approved in local referendums.

Previous Government support has helped 
around seven out of 10 of these communities 
progress their plans, with 365 neighbourhood 
plans finalised using support provided by the 
Government.

Your property will 
be more attractive to prospective tenants if 
it’s had a fresh lick of paint, all repairs are 
done and, if necessary, new flooring has 
been installed. Next, you should decide 
whether to let the property furnished or 
unfurnished. If possible, consider offering 
both options, so that it can be marketed to 
a wider audience. 

2. Do your homework - Get to know your 
market. Research similar properties in the 


local area and find out how much they are 
being let for per month. If your rent is set 
too high, or too low, prospective tenants 
will steer clear. It’s also worth considering 
what type of renter the property will appeal 
to, such as young professionals, families 
or students. Once you’ve done your 
homework, set a competitive price and 
aim to keep it filled at all times to minimise 
rental voids. 

3. Know your responsibilities - With your 
new status comes great responsibility. In 
the first instance, check that your mortgage 
allows you to let out your property, as some 
agreements include caveats to prevent 
homes from being rented. If you are 
unsure, speak to your mortgage lender and 
they will be able to advise you accordingly. 

Being a landlord is a 24/7 job, so you 
may also need to be prepared to receive 
calls from your tenant at night as well as 


during the day, as some issues will need 
immediate attention, such as if there is a 
gas leak or broken boiler. Be prepared to 
be accountable when required, unless you 
agree for your letting agent to manage the 
property - in which case they will deal with 
the minor issues. 

4. Ensure you’re properly insured - Your 
existing buildings and contents insurer 
must be made aware of your intention to let 
your property, as it’s likely your policy will 
need to be amended. 

Specific landlord insurance policies can 
protect the building, your tenants and your 
investment as a whole - some policies will 
also pay out if your tenant misses their rent 
payments. 

5. Vet prospective tenants - You may wish 
to meet potential tenants before agreeing 
to let them your property, or you may prefer 


to leave it to your letting agent, if you use 
one. An agent can perform reference and 
credit checks on potentials tenants to 
ensure everything is reliable. 

6. Know your legal requirements - When 
it comes to being a landlord, there are 
more regulations to comply with than you 
can shake a stick at. 

A written tenancy agreement will help 
both you and your tenant understand rights 
and responsibilities and make sure you 
understand your responsibilities to make 
sure the property is safe. 

7. Choose the right agent - If you do 
decide to use a letting agent, a good one 
can take away the stress of finding suitable 
tenants and also ensure your property 
complies with any regulatory changes. You 
will need to factor this into your budget 
though. 


House building on track to meet Government targets

House building in the UK is on track to meet 
Government targets with the industry delivering 
the fastest increase in output ever recorded, 
according to a new report. 

Overall supply is not above the levels seen in the 
1950s and on track to exceed a million by 2020 as 
builders invest more money in the future and deliver 
better quality homes, says the report from the Home 
Builders Federation (HBF). 

But the HBF is warning that complacency is a 
danger and the Government still needs to support 
progress and not give in to the Not In My Back Yard 
(NIMBY) brigade. 

With housing supply now above the levels recorded 
in the post war years and up 74 per cent in four years, 
satisfaction scores released by the HBF show that 
build quality is improving and private sector builders is 
providing 50 per cent of all affordable housing as part 
of community contributions of over £6 billion a year. 

The report also reveals that tens of thousands of 
new employees are being recruited and trained and a 
record number of planning permissions being applied 
for as the industry gears up to deliver Government’s 
pledges to build 300,000 homes a year. 

The industry believes that the Government should 
be recognising the progress being made by private 



sector house builders and working with them to 
positively position an industry that needs public 
support, and more recruits, to deliver Government 
targets. 

“The Government has quite rightly recognised the 
social and political need for them to address the 
chronic housing shortage we face. House builders 
have risen to the challenge and delivered huge 
increases in supply, whilst providing increasing 
contributions to local infrastructure, amenities and 


affordable housing,” said Stewart Baseley, HBF 
executive chairman. “As the same time the industry 
has invested hugely in training, recruitment and 
land to ensure it is geared up to deliver Government 
promises. The industry has also reacted decisively to 
reverse the slight, but unacceptable falls in customer 
service and quality, something that takes commitment 
from board level down,” he told the HBF policy 
conference. 

“The constant criticism of the industry often fails to 
recognise the huge progress being made. Negative 
perceptions also make further increases in supply 
more difficult by encouraging and providing excuses 
for the anti-development lobby and local authorities 
who don’t want to build,” he explained. 

“It also makes attracting the brightest and best 
your people more difficult. House builders across the 
country face huge challenges getting sites agreed 
and recruiting skilled workers, issues made more 
difficult by negative perceptions of the industry,” he 
added. 

He told the conference that the big increases 
in supply seen in recent years are on the back of 
successful policy introductions and private sector 
investment. “We are calling on Government to 
continue to work with the industry constructively to 
deliver further mutually beneficial goals,” said Baseley. 
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ith their big, dark eyes, great 
curiosity and gentle nature - 
alpacas can melt hearts in an 

instant. 

Often described as nature’s stressbusters, they’re native 
to South America but are now becoming an increasingly 
common sight in this country. 

Clivewood Farm in north Shropshire is home to a herd 
of 32 huacaya alpacas, to find out more about these 
intriguing and beautiful creatures. 

As soon as our group of visitors walks into their field, 
fleecy heads turn, ears perk up and dozens of pairs of eyes 
are fixed upon us. 

But they show absolutely no signs of being afraid and 
almost immediately the group of females start to walk over 
to where we’re standing. 

Unimpressed 

A few, realising we’re sadly not there to feed them, turn 
back unimpressed but many stay, curious about who we 
are and peering at us from under their bushy eyebrows. 

“They’re friendly and inquisitive animals. 

“They are very placid and very relaxing to be around. 

“There is something calming about them. 

“They are just lovely,” says Caroline Oakes, who runs the 
farm with her husband Ian. 

One of the alpacas that has wandered over to say hello 
is adorable six-month-old female cria Rhea. 

The youngster immediately wins us over with her 
playfulness as she nose-butts our arms and is happy to be 
stroked on the back of her incredibly soft neck. 

“Rhea is very curious and likes to see what’s going on. 
She can be quite demanding and likes attention. 

“Her mother Bow was a first-time mother but didn’t really 
understand that she had a baby to look after so Rhea had 
to be hand-reared with goat’s milk because it’s the closest 
you can get to alpaca milk,” explains Caroline. 

“They’ve all got such individual personalities. 

Characters 

“I’ve kept sheep for years and I couldn’t tell one sheep 
from another but alpacas are such characters.” 

“We’ve got Josephine who is very greedy and tries to eat 
everybody’s food and we’ve got Erin who is very inquisitive 
and likes to get her head through the fence to eat and 
there’s Thora who was born in a thunderstorm and is a very 
friendly alpaca,” she adds. 

Many of the males have been named after South 
American footballers so in their field you will find, among 
others, Ronaldo, Pele, Socrates and Dida. 

“The girls’ names are a bit more random. 

“I’m trying to think of strong women now which is why I 
named one of the cria Artemis after the Greek goddess. 

“Some people just keep white alpacas, or black alpacas 
or brown alpacas but we have a mixture of all colours 
here,” says Caroline. 

And it’s not hard to see why these animals are becoming 


more popular in the UK with 60,000 now believed to be in 
the country compared with around 200 two decades ago. 

They have been at Clivewood Farm, in Clive, near Wem, 
since 2013 when keen spinner and weaver Caroline, who 
used sheep wool, heard about the positive qualities of 
alpaca fleece. 

There are two types of alpacas - huacaya, like the herd 
at Clivewood that have a ‘teddy bear’ look due to their 
fleece growing in small bundles, and suri, which have more 
of a Wensleydale sheep appearance. 

Confused 

They are often confused with llamas and although 
they are closely related, alpacas are much smaller, have 
different shaped faces and ears as well as a much thicker 
fleece. 

“It has a different feel to it than sheep’s wool. 

“It’s a softer fleece and more luxurious. 

“It’s not quite cashmere but it’s heading that way,” says 
60-year-old Caroline. 

The alpacas are shorn in 
June and the fleeces are sent 
to be processed at a mill. 

Caroline then uses the 
wool to create scarves, 
cushions, throws and 
bespoke rugs on the looms 
in her weaving studio. 

“There are 22 natural 
colours from white to 
black and everything in 
between. 

“We also dye it to 


make different colours to match people’s decor,” explains 
Caroline, who also runs courses and workshops for people 
interesting in learning the craft. 

Last year, she took first and second place with her 
handmade alpaca rug and cushion in the homeware 
section at the 2017 British Alpaca Society National Show. 

“I find it very relaxing and I get lost in it to the point 
where people often shock me because I haven’t heard 
them enter the studio,” says Caroline, who plans to exhibit 
at this year’s Royal Three Counties Show. 

As well as the finished products, she also offers a wide 
range of alpaca fibre suitable for weaving, handspinning 
and felting. 

“Although it was the fibre that interested me, I had 
always thought they were lovely animals. 

“We started with four boys and it’s grown from there. 

“We now have 32. 

“The youngest is six months and oldest is about 
15,” adds the mum of three and grandmother of 
five. 

According to Caroline, who 
studied agrifood and business at 
Harper Adams University, alpacas 
are relatively easy to keep and are 
fairly hardy. 

Helping to keep the animals 
healthy and content is herd 
manager Becci Usherwood, aged 
37, who has been working at the 

> farm since September. 

Lovely 

“They are lovely to be around and 
I’ve enjoyed getting to know their 
different characters. 

“They are just really interesting 
animals and there is always something 
new to learn,” she tells us. 

Alpacas eat mostly grass which can 
be supplemented with hay or sugar beet 
during the winter months. 

Their weight is regularly monitored and 
they are checked for worms. 

Once a month they will also have their 
toe nails cut to help keep their feet in tip top 
condition. 

It can take about six months to train one to walk 
on a lead and they offer people the chance to take 
their male alpacas for a stroll in the countryside. 
“People like this because it’s something a bit 
different and it’s definitely not something you get to do 
every day. Whenever we have anyone visit, who doesn’t 
know we have alpacas, we will always find them down 
here at some point talking to them. No one can resist 
them,” she says. 

“When you’ve had a bad day, there is nothing better than 
going into the field with the alpacas. 

“They are very calming and they don’t judge you.”

Volcanoes 
lie in wait 
on Indian 
Ocean island

WE’RE 15 minutes into our helicopter 
flight when we suddenly lose speed, and 
the deafening sound of the rotor blades 
fades. 

It’s a rather worrying development consider¬ 
ing we’re flying high above a gorge with sheer 
vertical cliffs and no obvious place for an emer¬ 
gency landing. 

But it seems our pilot has simply slowed down so we 
can get a good look at waterfalls cascading below us, 
and soon we’re back at full speed, zipping over moun¬ 
tain ridges and into lush green valleys. 

I’m on Reunion, a French overseas territory in the 
Indian Ocean, and our half-hour flight is the perfect 
introduction to this mountainous island. 

Often overshadowed by its beach-ringed neighbour 
Mauritius, Reunion is an outdoor enthusiast’s dream. 

AN ISLAND MADE OF MOUNTAINS 

With its jungle interior and volcanic peaks rising to 
more than 3,000 metres, Reunion is particularly pop¬ 
ular with hikers, as many of its natural wonders can 
only be discovered on foot - or by air. 

Among them are the three cirques or calderas - 
tree-covered valley basins hidden deep inland that 
were created by collapsing volcanoes. 

From the air, we spot the most remote of these, Ma- 
fate, which is dotted with tiny villages and only acces¬ 
sible via a two-day hike. 

Our guide Alexis tells us that rafting and canyoning 
are other popular pastimes 
here, as is cycling - either 
along the 200km coastal road 
or, if you have the stamina, up 
the steep and winding roads 
to the island’s interior. 
GETTING TO GRIPS WITH A 
VOLCANO 

After an hour’s drive fur¬ 
ther east, we stop at the 
Grand Brule, a 60-metre-wide 
hardened lava flow created 
by repeated outbursts of the 
Piton de la Fournaise, one of 
the world’s most active volca¬ 
noes. 

The eruptions that caused these flows also created 
lava tunnels - kilometre-long underground networks 
that can be explored on guided tours. 

We follow along a slippery path, descend into a hole 
no more than two metres wide and find ourselves in a 
basalt tunnel that stretches for 700 metres up into the 
mountain, and all the way down to the sea. 

Equipped with headlamps, we take a few steps before 
we switch off the lights and find ourselves in complete 
darkness. 

A nice moment for some quiet reflection - until we 
hear scuttling noises. Are we being attacked by the 
white crabs that live in these tunnels? No, it turns out 
to be our guide playing a joke. 

A TASTE OF THE TROPICS 

We decide to calm our nerves with food, and as we ar¬ 
rive at the local market in Saint-Paul, we’re reminded 
that this is a slice of France in the middle of the Indian 
Ocean, with pain de campagne, macarons and brioche 
sitting alongside tropical fruit such as goyaviers (small 
and red with a slightly tangy taste) and combava (a 
wrinkled type of lime). 

And everywhere we look, there is vanilla. It was on 
Reunion in 1841 that a young slave discovered vanilla 
orchids could be pollinated by hand, revolutionising 
the plant’s cultivation, and there are still more than 
100 vanilla producers on the island today. 

It’s a bargain too - A bundle of vanilla pods, vanilla 
powder and a brightly coloured bamboo vanilla pod 
container set me back a grand total of E12 (£10). 



Lord it up in Cotswolds 
but don’t pay a packet 


FAVOURED by a wealthy set 
sporting Barbour jackets and 
Hunter wellies, the Cotswolds is 
often painted as a country play¬ 
ground for celebrities and aristo¬ 
crats temporarily tired of city life. 

Plenty of boutique hotels and gastro- 
pubs nurture that nostalgic sentiment, 
but when it comes to attitudes and ac¬ 
tual price points, the destination is far 
less “exclusive” than you might think. 

SLEEPING WITH A SLICE OF HISTORY 
Pulling into the driveway at Ellenbor¬ 
ough Park, a 61-room hotel, 20 minutes’ 
drive from Cheltenham Spa train station, 
I can easily visualise myself as a member of 
the British aristocracy. 

A Union Jack flutters from a turret 
crowning the butter-yellow brick facade 
which has weathered remarkably well since 
its incarnation in the 15th century. Modern 
wings have since been added, but the origi¬ 
nal structure - and atmosphere - of the for¬ 
mer manor house is firmly intact. 

Originally built in 1485 by a local farmer, 
Thomas Goodman - whose initials can still 
be seen above the original entrance - it sur¬ 
vived the English Civil War and allegedly 
sheltered Oliver Cromwell. 

Passing through several hands, who 
added grand staircases, oak panelling and 
bay windows, it eventually ended up with 
the Earl of Ellenborough in the 1800s, 
whose second wife, Jane Digby, reportedly 
caused scandal with her numerous affairs. 

Until 1940, it was used as a school and 
then a hotel - finally renovated as Ellenbor¬ 
ough Park in 2008. 

A DAY AT THE RACES 
Located opposite Cheltenham Race¬ 
course, the hotel naturally attracts sports 
fans on the race days which take place 
throughout the year. 

Some wealthier spectators arrive by hel¬ 
icopter, explains our chauffeur, as we head 
along a private country trail belonging to 
the hotel. “During busy times, we get one 
every seven seconds,” he claims, “making

this the busiest landing site in Europe.” 

Inside the course, crowds queue outside 
booths to place their bets - starting from 
as little as £1 - with various options to im¬ 
prove chances of winning. 

Earnest punters with furrowed brows 
cluster around the parade ring, where 
horses are trotted around by trainers, try¬ 
ing to predict which animal might have the 
winning streak. 

Others are more concerned with a pa¬ 
rade of a different sort, dressed in layers of 
largely inappropriate designer garb, which 
would no doubt land them first place in the 
fashion stakes. 

Horse racing, it seems, is something you 
can take as lightly - or as seriously - as you 
like. But even those who start slowly, soon 
catch the bug. Watching from the sidelines, 
I’m amazed how quickly spectators get 
swept up in a frenzy. Deep down - no mat¬ 
ter how much they go home with - everyone 
wants to win. 

DINING IN STATELY STYLE 

Fearing the irresistible lure of gambling 
(and inevitable failure) I refrain from plac¬ 
ing any bets. Instead, I enjoy my prize back 
at the hotel - where cocktails have been 
prepared in Ellenborough’s slick, revamped 
Atrium bar. 

Last year, the property underwent a reno¬ 
vation, transforming two dining areas - the 
country pub-style The Horse Box and the 
more elegant The Restaurant. We opt for 
the private dining room worthy of a royal 
banquet, where executive chef David Wil¬ 
liams - who has worked alongside Gordon 
Ramsay and Heston Blumenthal - presents 
a largely British menu. 

After dinner we retire to The Great Hall, 
harking back to medieval times with its 
open fire and golden harp, and sneak up a 
winding stairwell to The Snug, a tiny room 
decorated with warm Moroccan furnish¬ 
ings.

LAST year Woodbridge was 
voted in the top 10 happiest 
places to live in the UK - and 
for good reason. 

Tucked into a corner of the Suf¬ 
folk’s curving coastline, it is packed 
like a hamper with all the elements 
of a perfect weekend break. 

Nestled between fine breezy beaches 
and open stretches of wild countryside, 
the town boasts dining experiences to 
die for with a mixture of freshly caught 
seafood, a rich agricultural tradition and 
fine artisanal products.

Woodbridge also boasts a millennium’s 
worth of visible history waiting to be ex¬ 
plored. The spectacular ship burial at 
Sutton Hoo - with its tale of kingship, 
mystery and buried treasure - is almost 
guaranteed to appeal to children. 

The town is also currently playing host 
to the Medieval Mosaic - a record-break¬ 
ing replica of the Bayeux Tapestry which 
is touring the UK. 

If sci-fi is more interesting to you than 


history, Woodbridge does not disappoint 
either. This is Britain’s Roswell. 

In the 1980s US Air Force staff re¬ 
ported seeing the mysterious lights of a 
UFO in nearby Rendlesham Forest and 
the area is still a hotbed for conspiracy 
theorists and, more recently, fans of 
Stranger Things. 

If shopping is your favourite pastime 
on a minibreak, Woodbridge is choc-a- 
block with independent stores. 

These cover every type of item from 
DIY and craft supplies to wool shops, 
outdoor clothing, boutiques, deli cook 
shops, tailors, and even a violin shop. 

Frequent markets are also held on the 
Market Hill in the shadow of the Shire 
Hall.

TARN, now there’s a word I ha¬ 
ven’t used for some time. Not 
since studying for geography 
O-level back in the 1980s. 

“An ampitheatre-like mountain lake 
created by a glacier”, that’s a tarn. 

But as we climbed the brisk ascent to the 
stunning Easedale Tarn, the days of fret¬ 
ting about contour lines and rock forma¬ 
tions couldn’t have been further from our 
thoughts. 

William Wordsworth once described the 
Lake District village of Grasmere as “the 
loveliest spot that man hath ever found”. 
And as we headed out of the village, up the 
splendidly named Sour Milk Gill towards 
the aforementioned tarn, it seemed very 
hard to disagree. The weather helped, of 
course. Bracing, certainly, but as the glori¬ 
ous winter sunshine reflected off the glitter¬ 
ing waterfall, with the snow-capped peaks 
in the distance behind, it was hard not to 
feel at one with the world. 

Famous 

Wordsworth is Grasmere’s most famous 
son, but it is another famous writer to hail 
from the Lake District who is putting the 
area in the spotlight at the moment. 

The new Peter Rabbit movie, which 
opens at cinemas this week, makes exten¬ 
sive use of Cumbria’s stunning landscapes 
in its location filming. Those familiar with 
the area will easily recognise Crescent Road 
in Windermere village, just up the hill from 
England’s largest natural lake. But closer 
inspection also reveals the quaint grey- 
stone buildings of Ambleside - a small 
market town between Windermere and Gr¬ 
asmere - are also featured. 

It is not hard to see why Ambleside, with 
its enchanting Victorian shops on the hill¬ 
side, and its 17th century Bridge House, 


was chosen as a filming location. Indeed, it 
is only to easy too while away a sunny day, 
well, ambling along its winding streets, 
nipping in and out the assorted bakeries, 
confectioners and book shops 

But the big draw for Beatrix Potter 
fans is undoubtedly at Bowness-on-Win- 
dermere, the sprawling lakeside tourist 
hotspot, where you will find The World Of 
Beatrix Potter. This attraction, made up of 
a network of three-dimensional models of 
the author’s best-loved characters, tell the 
story of how her books were inspired by 
her childhood visits to the Lakes. 

Her debut story, The Tale of Peter Rab¬ 
bit, was actually a letter to a poorly five- 
year-old boy she wrote in 1893, but when 


she self-published it eight years later, it 
sold like hot cakes. This success finally al¬ 
lowed her to buy a farm in Sawrey, near 
Hawkshead, which would become the set¬ 
ting for many of the novels that followed, 
including the tales of Tom Kitten and Jem¬ 
ima Puddle-Duck. Now owned by the Na¬ 
tional Trust, Hill Top House is a popular 
attraction that has been preserved close to 
how it was in Potter’s Day. 

For a real essence of the Lakes, though, it 
is hard to go wrong with Grasmere, where 
we spent the morning walking around the 
lake which gives the village its name, and 
then the afternoon on the long climb to 
Easedale. The four-star Wordsworth Hotel, 
next to the writer’s home, is the perfect 


place to relax after a brisk walk around 
the lakes, be it with afternoon tea in the 
conservatory, or reclining in the armchairs 
around the roaring log fire. There is also a 
spa with pools, sauna and whirlpool bath, 
and an excellent bar. 

The two AA rosette Signature restau¬ 
rant offers an excellent four-course menu 
in plush surroundings with an excellent 
wine list, but we opted for the more rus¬ 
tic Dove Bistro, which shares the same 
kitchen, and serves up a mean steak with 
home-made chips and a choice of local ales. 

Stunning views, great food, beautiful 
beers - plus a bit of sunshine and the fa¬ 
mous Grasmere gingerbread. That’s what 
you call a fairytale ending.

Look after 
yourself at 
retreat in 
Kefalonia

AS I set up my mat between ancient trees 
that poke through the circular wooden 
Armonia yoga deck - which means har¬ 
mony in Greek - my lungs are grateful for 
the fresh mountain, forest and sea air. 

I perform sun salutations while birds chirp 
away in the treetops above, and waves end their 
journey with a soft crash on the shore below. 
I’m watched solemnly by one of around a dozen 
adopted cats that roam F Zeen resort. 

Hidden away on an Ionian hillside, in the shadow 
of Mount Ainos, nestled into sloping forest that rolls 
down onto Lourdas seafront, this adult-only wellness 
retreat enjoys the best of Kefalonia’s bewitching land¬ 
scapes. 

WHY IS KEFALONIA A RECHARGE RETREAT? 

Kefalonia - the largest of the cluster of Ionian Is¬ 
lands dotted along the west coast of the Greek main¬ 
land - is also one of the least densely populated. 

It is incredibly green and lush, with Mount Ainos 
- the dramatic backdrop that towers above F Zeen - 
classified as the only national park on a Greek island. 

An earthquake in 1953 caused widespread damage to 
the island, leaving 90 per cent of its buildings in pieces 
and causing many islanders to flee. 

The Kefalonia that was rebuilt from the rubble is 
equal parts charm and tradition, and relatively un¬ 
spoilt compared to more developed Greek islands pop¬ 
ular with Europe’s younger crowd. 

WHAT’S THE F ZEEN STORY? 

F Zeen was a term in ancient Greek used to sum 
up “the good life”, and the resort does everything it 
can to promote an ethos where, as Hippocrates said, 
“everything in excess is opposed to nature”. 

Open for its first full season in 2016, it’s truly a fam¬ 
ily affair, with mother, father, sons and daughter all 
involved in the day-to-day running. 

Matriarch Suzanne Koumoudos, who with her Greek 
husband Dennis owns a sprawling collection of luxury 
Kefalonian villas, tells me that food has always been a 
huge family passion, and that when they went on hol¬ 
iday, they were always looking for a hotel with a gym, 
so they could indulge. 

And so the idea for F Zeen was born, set in the midst 
of 20 acres of cypress, eucalyptus and pine trees, that 
have been in the family for hundreds of years. 

With pared back yet luxurious nature-inspired 
rooms, three freshwater swimming pools, Jacuzzis, a 
spa, daily group gym and yoga classes, it’s an inspiring 
place to slow down and reconnect with yourself. 

DO YOU NEED TO BE A YOGA 
BUNNY TO ENJOY THE SPACE? 

Yoga teacher Anastasia Koumoudos gently guides 
groups through a series of rejuvenating and relaxing 
poses, but guests can use the equipment whenever they 
like. For the more adventurous, aerial yoga sessions 
can be arranged. 

A split-level outdoor gym - complete with cardio ma¬ 
chines, free weights, personal training sessions and a 
sublime sea view - is also available. 

Steps away from the retreat at F Zeen’s on-the-beach 
activity hub, guests can take out paddleboards and kay¬ 
aks for no extra cost. They can also borrow bikes and 
maps of local hikes. 

WHAT’S THE SPA LIKE? 

The spa uses organic seaweed from the Irish Sea, 
sourced by the family-run company Voya. 

A small team of therapists use hand-harvested leaves 
in treatments, including baths, massages, masks and 
wraps for their antioxidant and anti-ageing properties. 

My city-polluted skin is treated to a detoxifying An¬ 
ti-ageing Restorative Facial (E90/£79) which I enjoy, 
notwithstanding the pungent marine aroma which 
assails my nostrils as strips of slimy seaweed are slath¬ 
ered on to my neck and chest. 

For sun-scorched skin a must-try is the spa’s After 
Sun Oasis (E50/£44) - a heady mix of lavender, aloe 
vera and avocado oil, forming a perfect soothing com¬ 
bination to calm and nourish.

ROAD TEST 


Job well done 



Off-road, and on standard tyres, the XV was properly impressive 


By Ian Donaldson 

Lots of car makers barely mention the oily 
bits when they proudly introduce the latest 
model, concentrating instead on the newly 
flowing lines or vibrant colour choices. 

Well, Subaru does all that too - but only 
after giving you a technical teach-in worthy 
of a first year degree course in automotive 
engineering. 

Or nearly; with enough diagrams and charts 
to have you hoping to remember your tumble 
generation valve from your lateral bending 
stiffness. 

No, me neither, until a dip into the press 
info file shows we’re talking here about the 
engine and body, the first making the fuel mix 
better in the cylinders and the increased latter 
producing a stiffer body that’s safer, quieter 
and better riding. 

Both feature on the new Subaru XV, a 
thorough makeover of an SUV launched 
in 2012 and facelifted four years later but 
only taking a fifth of the modest 2,665 total 
Subarus sales in the UK last year. 

The company wants to become the fastest 
growing car brand in Europe in 2018 and 
hopes the latest XV will do its bit to make that 
happen. 

If buyers put their head before their heart 
that ought not to be an impossible target, 
if the heart rules there is an awful lot of 
handsome competition out there in the 
mid-size SUV market (think Mazda CX-3 and 
Toyota CH-R for starters). 

Let’s go head first into the new XV, where 
Subaru continues to make much of its long 
term mechanical features, with a flat four 
engine and all-wheel drive contributing a 
lower centre of gravity for better roadholding 
and slippery road stability respectively. 



It looks a lot like the old car 


The choice of 2.0 litre 154bhp or new 
112bhp 1.6 litre petrol engine (the old diesel 
is ditched) comes with a CVT automatic 
transmission and permanent all-wheel drive, 
all wrapped in a body a little longer and wider 
than before and a lot stiffer too. 

It looks a lot like the old car but with 
shapelier curves and a touch more off-road 
aggression around the plastic wheelarch 
extensions. Inside, there is a very obvious lift 
in quality of trim and much clearer instruments 
and graphics. 

Keeping things simple, the XV comes with 
the two engine choices and just two trim 
levels, with prices starting at £24,995 for the 
1.6 SE and adding £2,000 for SE Premium 
trim. 

Choose the bigger 2.0 litre engine and the 
prices are £26,495 and £28,495, with the 
latter top spec likely to be the biggest seller by 
some way. 

Choose the simple SE model and you won’t 
feel shortchanged, with standard kit stretching 


from adaptive cruise control and pre-collision 
braking to hill descent control and an eight 
inch touchscreen and Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto. 

The plusher SE Premium adds satellite 
navigation, leather seats, power adjustment 
for the driver and a sunroof. 

There remains enough room in the rear seat 
for a couple of adults not to fall out on a long 
journey and the already decently sized boot 
gains a tiny bit more packing space. 


The 2.0 litre engine does an adequate, if 
unspectacular job of propelling the newcomer 
at any sane road speed and with notably 
more refinement than before. It showed an 
acceptable 36mpg after an undemanding 
drive on British roads. 

Pushed to its limit, the 2.0 will hit 121 mph, 
reach 62mph in 10.4 seconds and recorded 
40.9mpg and 155g/km in the official tests - all 
unexceptional figures. 

The smaller 1.6 has to work harder, with 


an indifferent 13.9 seconds to 62mph and 
109mph top speed - for modest efficiency 
gains, showing 44.1 mpg and 145g/km. 

Off road, and on standard tyres, the XV was 
properly impressive, tackling a track more 
than ankle deep in freshly minted winter mud. 
As on the road, some subtle adjustments to 
the suspension meant a calmer than expected 
ride. 

So, Subaru’s depth of engineering prowess 
shines through again. Job done?

Should their campaign get under way 
later, then the planned friendly against 
Whitchurch on Saturday will be played 
the following week. 

“The feeling we get is that clubs are 
keen to put the season back a week as 
they have been unable to do any work on 
their grounds,” said Oswestry chairman 
Chris Wiseman. 

“It would make common sense as 
everyone’s in the same boat after the wet 
weather we’ve had. Our ground is like 
a lake, and there’s no way we can get a 
roller on it. We can’t even get in the nets. 

“It’s all very frustrating as the lads 
just want to get out in the middle.” 

Clubs were voting on whether to delay 
the season at a meeting on Tuesday 
night. 

Meanwhile, Oswestry know they can¬ 
not afford to drop out of the Birmingham 
League’s first division next season if they 
hope to safeguard their place in the new- 
look league the following year. 

From the start of the 2019 season, 
the league will comprise two divisions 
(Premier One and Premier Two) with 12 
clubs in each. 

The other 24 clubs will transfer to 
their respective county leagues, as will 
all second teams. 

FC Oswestry facing 
backlog of fixtures

Australia won the event in a new 
world record - but Team England 
were comfortable in third with An¬ 
derson recording a time of 54.95 sec¬ 
onds for her second leg. 

The teenager secured her sec¬ 
ond bronze when England finished 
third in the women’s 4x200m free¬ 
style relay final, with Siobhan Marie 
O’Connor, Eleanor Faulkner and 
Holly Hibbott making up the team. 

Australia were again the dom¬ 


inant force in taking the gold in 
seven minutes 48.04 seconds, Can¬ 
ada were just over a second behind 
in second place, while England were 
a further six seconds back. 

Meanwhile, Anderson’s Ellesmere 
Titans team-mate Cassie Wild, rep¬ 
resenting Scotland, progressed to 
the semi-final in the 100m back- 


stroke but missed out on a place in 
the final after coming fifth in the 
second semi, in a time of 1.00.98. 

But a personal best 28.18 saw her 
finish fifth in the 50m backstroke 
final. A really powerful last 25m saw 
Wild bearing down on the big guns. 

The duo, coached at Ellesmere 
College by Alan Bircher, have tasted 


success at various World and Euro¬ 
pean junior competitions. 

Meanwhile, Forden marathon 
man Andy Davies will be flying the 
flag for Wales as he looks to impress 
in Sunday’s marathon. 

In 2017, Davies finishedl6th at 
the London Marathon with a per¬ 
sonal best two hours 15.11 seconds.
